A year ago Hershel's mother had a 


tooth extracted. Today she is still 
wearing a cast over her face. The jaw 
became infected. It never healed. 


Not long ago the father, while cut- 


ting timber, fell and received a brok- 
en leg. 


And then typhoid invaded the home. 


causing the cleat h of two weeks ago of 
Hershcl's brother. 


Hershcl became critically ill. Ar- 


rangements were completed for his 
removal to Julia Chester hospital. His 
condition 'improved after several days 
of treatment, he was removed to his 
home again.

Every mother likes to feel that her 


child is superior to other children, not 
only in physique, but also in mental- 
ity. 


TjVhtn a mother looks at her child 


and tries to evaluate its qualities, she 
should remember that both she and 
bar husband give to the child most of 
what it has in the way of qualities, 
and that each of the parents also is re- 
sponsible for making the most of those 
that the child actually has. 


Thus, heredity, environment, includ- 


ing education, and personal attention 
of the parents are primarily responsi- 
ble for making the child what it is. 


Children frequently resemble their 


parents; almost as often they do not. 
in which case they are likely to re- 
semble someone in the previous an- 
cestry. 


The fact that we are the sum of all 


our ancestors is responsible for dif- 
ferent types of individuals in the same 
family. This is the reason for the ap- 
pearance of genius in commonplace 
families, and, occasionally, of debts in 
brilliant families. 


Nevertheless, in this as in other 


matters tlio majority is inclined to 
rule, and the more brilliance there is 
in the ancestry, the more likelihood 
there is of the appearance of brilli- 
ance in the children. 


Not long ago, psychologists in Cali- 


' fornia studied the life records of 300 
eminent men and women, to determ- 
ine factors associated with the pro- 
duction of genius. 


They paid particular attention to the 


early behavior of these people, their 
brightness or commonplace character 
during adolescence, their energy, their 
ancestors, and their physical struc- 


ture. 


It was found that the factors con- 


cerned in the production of genius 
are home training- and discipline, 
home interests, education, travel, and 
reading. These revelations were ex- 
ceedingly encouraging, because they 
showed the extent to which we can 
improve upon the qualities with which 
we begin life. 


Among the most eminent men were 


some who, in childhood, seemed to 
have intelligence below the highest 
order. Yet it was found that high in- 
telligence, combined with'the greatest 
possible degree of persistence, is like- 
ly to lead to greater achievement than 
the highest degree of intelligence with 
less persistence. 


People who become great as writers 


were found to rate lower in persist- 
ence and balance, but higher in all so- 
cial traits and in emotional reactions, 
than did the average eminent man. 
Writers were characterized by , ima- 
ginativeness, esthetic feeling, and an 
inclination toward pleasure. 


Writers exceed the average eminent 


individual in their desire to be lead- 
ers, in estimating the value of their 
own talents, in originality of ideas, in 
memory, and in keenness of observa- 
tion. 


However, writers were below the 


average in soundness of common 
sense, and in the degree to which ac- 
tion and thought are dependent on 
reason. 


Among eminent men, scientists were 


found to rate high in strength or force 
of character, in quality of mind or in- 
tellect, and in activity and balance; 
but the scientists were low in social 
qualities and in their estimation of 
themselves.

Maximum Claim to Be 320 


Acres, With Certain 


New Restrictions 


WASHINGTON.- UP) — Interior De- 


partment officials said Sunday they 
were 
preparing 
regulations 
under 


which homestcading—halted for more 
than a year under presidential orders 
withdrawing all public land from en- 
try—will be revived under carefully 
specified conditions. 


The maximum claim will be limited 


to 320 acres, and prospective settlers 
must select really good land that will 
not be in danger of abandonment. Is- 
suance of the regulations has been 
delayed by Secretary Ickes ponding 
decision on whether the Grazing Di- 
vision or the Department Division ol 
Investigation is to verify assertions 
that the acreage is fertile enough and 
gets enough rain for cultivation.

Deaths throughout the 
nation 
in 


week-end automobile accidents total- 
ed at least 95 in 28 states. 


Fifty persons were cut by glass when 


a train crashed into a trolley near Salt 
Lake City, but none was killed and 
two persons were injured seriously. 


The New York Motor Vehicle De- 


partment announced that accident sta- 
tistics indicate the most dangerous 
hour of the day on the highways is 
from 5 to G p. in.; 7 to 8 p. m., and G 
to 7 p. in., were said to be the next 
most dangerous periods. 


The Census Bureau in Washington 


reported that for the first 30 weeks of 
the year, automobile fatalities in 86 
cities were 4,323, as compared with 4,- 
720 in the 1935 period. 


Several 
thousand soldiers arrived 


from nearby provinces to join in the 
new assault on the Guadarrama passes 
and more were arriving. 


The government, in a radio broad- 


cast, said hat its forces had made 
"important advances" in the Guaclar- 
ramas during heavy fighting in which 
it said the insurgents lost many men.

A 
prisoner captured by the loyalists as- 
serted the Zaragoza rebels lacked 
water, and electric light service be- 
cause of a general strike.
